Mrs. Ro hrbeck , in terv iewed at her ap art­ 
men t here, said the man n amed as ex ecu to r— 
a frien d o f Hu ghes’ father, n o w dead— o n ce 
to ld her “ n o o n e in div idu al will get a dime” 
fro m the Hu ghes estate. 
She said, “The milk o f hu man k in dn ess 
was n o t k n o wn to flo w thro u gh the v ein s o f 
Ho ward Hu ghes.” 
Mrs. Ro hrbeck iden tified the ex ecu to r o n ly 
as “Un cle Fran k .”

SPRINGFIELD (AP)— Aides said Go v . Dan iel Walk ­ 
er has ru led o u t a third-p arty race fo r go v ern o r, as abo u t 
2,500 state Demo crats co n v erged o n Sp rin gfield fo r a co n ­ 
v en tio n k ey ed to p arty u n ity . 
“ I am a Demo crat*an d I believ e stro n gly in the two - 
p arty sy stem . 
. 
Walk er said in a telegram Thu rsday to 
the Demo cratic State Co n v en tio n . 
“I believ e the p eo p le o f Illin o is an d acro ss the n atio n 
n eed Demo cratic p arty p ro grams an d Demo cratic v icto r­ 
ies in No v ember,” Walk er said. 
Aides said it wo u ld be co rrect to in terp ret Walk er s 
statemen t as ru lin g o u t a third-p arty bid. Bu t they de­ 
clin ed to sp ecify whether it rep resen ted su p p o rt fo r the 
Demo cratic gu v ern ato rial n o min ee, Secretary o f State 
Michael J.Ho wlett. 
After lo sin g to Ho wlett in the March 16 p rimary , 
Walk er left o p en the p o ssibility he might n o t su p p o rt Ho w­ 
lett an d wo u ld ru n fo r go v ern o r with a third p arty . 
. 
The co n v en tio n Thu rsday was called to select at-large 
delegates to the Demo cratic Natio n al Co n v en tio n in Ju ly , 
bu t also tu rn ed in to an attemp t to heal the wo u n ds o f the 
Demo cratic p rimary . 
It ado p ted a reso lu tio n u rgin g u n ity o n the p art o f 
“Demo crats o f ev ery o ffice an d walk o f life, fro m the 
highest state o fficer, Go v . Dan iel Walk er, to ev ery can di­ 
date, v o lu n teer an d p arty wo rk er . . 
Chicago May o r Richard J. Daley , who se Demo cratic 
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Organ izatio n back ed Ho wlett fo r the n o min atio n , to ld the 
co n v en tio n that “ . . . the p eo p le hav e sp o k en o n March the 
16 th, an d their directio n is a man dato ry o n e to all o f u s in 
the p arty .” 
Ask ed in an in terv iew abo u t the mean in g o f Walk er s 
telegram, Daley said: “I thin k the telegram sp eak s fo r it­ 
self ; y o u ’ll hav e to ask him that.” 
Fo u rteen at-large delegates an d 11 altern ates were 
cho sen at the co n v en tio n , held at a Sp rin gfield mo tel an d 
do min ated by the teamin g Daley . 
Daley was ap p lau ded an d p raised rep eatedly by p arty 
leaders, an d he p araded thro u gh the ho tel, shak in g han ds 
an d crack in g jo k es. 
He is ex p ected to be elected chairman o f the Illin o is 
delegatio n to the n atio n al co n v en tio n , bu t the selectio n 
was n o t made at Thu rsday ’s state meetin g. Jo hn To u hy , 
state Demo cratic chairman , said the selectio n wo u ld be 
made in Ju n e. 


Daley was elected chairman o f the Illin o is delegatio n 
in 197 2, bu t was o u sted as a delegate to the co n v en tio n in a 
creden tials battle. Earlier that y ear he had seen his can ­ 
didate fo r go v ern o r, Pau l Simo n , lo se to mav erick Demo - 
crdt Walk er. 
Bu t Daley ap p eared to p u t all that behin d him Thu rs­ 
day in so u n din g o u t the call fo r u n ity , bo th at the n atio n al 
co n v en tio n an d in the state p arty . 


“We had a cru shin g an d serio u s p rimary battle last 
March 16, bu t y o u k n o w the Demo crats hav e alway s said 
‘when the p eo p le hav e sp o k en . . . we fo llo w whatev er the 
p eo p le decide in an y electio n .’ ” 
He also said that the Illin o is delegatio n wo u ld go to the 
n atio n al co n v en tio n “n o t in a sp irit o f co n flict, n o t in a 
sp irit o f an tip athy , n o t try in g to sto p an y o n e 
. . . ” 
The delegates selected Thu rsday were sev en co mmit­ 
ted to fav o rite so n can didate Sen . Adlai Stev en so n III, fiv e 
to fo rmer Geo rgia Go v . Jimmy Carter; o n e to Sen . Hu bert 
Hu mp hrey , D-Min n ., an d o n e u n co mmitted delegate. 
Altern ate delegates were six co mmitted to Stev en so n , 
fo u r to Carter, an d o n e u n co mmitted. 
The n u mber o f at-large delegates fo r each can didate 
was determin ed by the p recen tage o f delegates co mmit­ 
ted to each can didate who were elected in the March 16 
p rimary . 
The at-large delegates fo r each can didate were se­ 
lected by the elected delegates fo r that can didate at cau ­ 
cu ses befo re the co n v en tio n . 
The Daley -do min ated Stev en so n delegatio n cho se 
witho u t debate delegates n o min ated by To u hy , after an 
abo rtiv e attemp t by o n e delegate to get Jo an n e Alter, 
Walk er’s ru n n in g mate fo r lieu ten an t go v ern o r, selected 
as an altern ate. 
The selectio n s in clu ded Ho wlett, Lt. Go v . Neil Harti- 
gan . Sen ate Presiden t Cecil Partee, an d Demo cratic can ­ 


didate fo r co mp tro ller, Michael Bak alis. 
To u hy said in an in terv iew that o fferin g a delegate 
seat to Walk er was co n sidered, bu t that “ I do n ’t thin k he 
wan ts to be a delegate . . 
The Illin o is delegatio n , bo th elected an d at-large, will 
in clu de 86 delegates co mmitted to Stev en so n , 59 co mmit­ 
ted to Carter, three to Alabama Go v . Geo rge Wallace, two 
co mmitted to Walk er, fo u r co mmitted to Hu mp hrey , an d 
15 u n co mmitted. 
. 
The co n v en tio n also selected three n o min ees fo r the 
bo ard o f tru stees o f the Un iv ersity o f Illin o is. 
Sp eak in g to the co n v en tio n , Stev en so n referred to Da­ 
ley as “my father’s frien d an d min e,” an d termed his o wn 
fav o rite so n can didacy “an u n so u ght ho n o r.” 
“I ru n fo r n o o ffice, n o r fro m an y o ffice,” he said. 
“This is o n e o f the best Demo cratic meetin gs I’v e 
been to in a lo n g tim e,” Stev en so n said, lo o k in g at Daley . 
“It ev en smells go o d.” 
Befo re the co n v en tio n , Stev en so n delegates were mis­ 
directed to a small bedro o m fo r their cau cu s. 
Stan din g in the hall, Daley tu rn ed an d chu ck led to the 
sco res o f delegates: “They ’v e go t a ro o m if we can get 
in .” 
The delegatio n fin ally met in a larger meetin g ro o m. 
A p arty o fficial estimated that between 2,500 an d 3,000 
p erso n s atten ded the co n v en tio n .

Able U.S. Ambassad o r to NATO 
Ro bert Strau szhu p e sits at Ev ere, 
Belgiu m n ear Bru ssels, sid e by sid e 
with 14 o ther NATO ambassad o rs. 
Ambassad o r Strau szhu p e has his 
staff an d a military missio n as d o 
all 15 ambassad o rs to NATO. The 
Su p reme Co mman d er, American 
fo u r-star Gen . Alex an d er M. Haig, 
in tu rn , has an in tegrated military 
hierarchy that serv es the 15.

man d . Certain ly o u r p u blic n ev er 
heard o f a Tu rk n amed Nahit Imre. 
As a NATO fin an cial ex p ert, Imre 
held a COSMIC at NATO’s head ­ 
q u arters. This Red sp y , arrested in 
Istan bu l, Tu rk ey , relay ed n o fewer 
than 20 film co n tain ers o f highly 
classified NATO military secrets to 
two So v iet agen ts, a Ro man ian an d 
a Yu go slav . Imre cau sed NATO’s 
co d es to be chan ged . 
So v iet sp y Gu n ther Gu illau me 
was p riv y to NATO’s o p eratio n s as 
an assistan t an d in timate o f West 
German Chan cello r Willy Bran d t. 
He an d his wife, Christel, o p erated 
in sid e NATO fo r 11 y ears befo re 
bein g cau ght. 
Sp y Hein ze Felf o p erated in sid e 
NATO fo r 11 y ears befo re bein g 
cau ght. Felf d eliv ered the Kremlin 
at least 15,000 in telligen ce p ho to ­ 
grap hs an d 3 00 ro lls o f secret films. 


COSMIC-ho ld er West German

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
There are 5,000 d ebt co llecto rs in 
the Un ited States. Last y ear $3 
billio n in d ebts were tu rn ed o v er to 
them fo r co llectio n , o f which they 
co llected $850 millio n . 
Yet o n ly 3 8 states an d the Dis­ 
trict o f Co lu mbia hav e laws 
regu latin g co llecto rs. Mo st o f these 
laws are en fo rced in a d esu lto ry 
fashio n . 
In 12 o f the states which hav e 
laws, the ru le mak in g o r ad v iso ry 
bo ard s by law mu st in clu d e a 
majo rity o f d ebt co llecto rs. In 
man y states it is p o ssible to o btain 
a licen se merely by p ay in g a fee 
an d o btain in g a bo n d . Twelv e 
states with a co mbin ed p o p u latio n 
o f 40 millio n hav e n o co llectio n 
laws. 
The resu lt is what we might 
ex p ect. 
Un scru p u lo u s co llecto rs mak e 
n o d istin ctio n between tho se ac­ 
tu ally in d ebt an d tho se who se 
n ames are listed thro u gh co mp u ter 
erro r, n o d istin ctio n between the 
d eliberate welcher an d the in ­ 
d iv id u al who can n o t p ay o r mu st 
d elay p ay men t becau se o f illn ess, 
accid en t o r o ther calamity . An d 
they mak e n o d istin ctio n between 
d ebto rs an d tho se sin gled o u t be­ 
cau se a greed y co mp an y wan ts 
mo n ey befo re it is d u e o r mo n ey 
which may n o t be o wed . 
On e firm has o n its wall in a 
p lace o f ho n o r a letter fro m a v ic­ 
tim ex p lain in g that n o d ebt was 
o wed , bu t that the agen cy was be­ 
in g p aid what it ask ed to p u t an en d 
to the harassmen t. 
On e witn ess befo re a U.S. Ho u se 
o f Rep resen tativ es Ban k in g an d 
Cu rren cy su bco mmittee, related 
his co llectio n techn iq u es in so me 
d etail. He wo u ld p ho n e an alleged 
d ebto r ev ery ho u r, o r so metimes 
ev ery fiv e min u tes, d u rin g the d ay 
an d ev en in g, at ho me an d at wo rk , 
fo llo win g u p with p ho n e calls to the 
man ’s bo ss. 
Do cto rs hav e been called o u t o f 
emergen cy ro o ms, n o t o n ce bu t 
rep eated ly . Mo thers hav e been to ld 
their child ren had been in terrible 
au to mo bile accid en ts to frighten 
them in to p ay in g. Child ren hav e 


been to ld to rep o rt to p o lice statio n 
to wrin g mo n ey o u t o f fathers. 
The sto ry is to ld o f an atto rn ey , 
who fo r $75 a mo n th allo wed o n e 
co llectio n agen cy to u se his n ame 
o n the d o o r an d his letterhead , his 
sign atu re o n letters. He p ermitted 
a p ho n e at the agen cy to be an ­ 
swered in his n ame an d his ap ­ 
p ro v al fo r an agen t to imp erso n ate 
him in threaten in g alleged d ebto rs 
in his n ame. 


The same firm had a ju d ge o n 
its p ay ro ll who receiv ed a p er­ 
cen tage o f the tak e. In retu rn , the 
ju d ge p ro v id ed the firm with 
semilegal fo rms bearin g his n ame 
which were u sed to tell d ebto rs the 
acco u n t was n o w in his han d s an d 
that they co u ld sav e themselv es 
co u rt actio n by p ay in g u p im­ 
med iately . 
Said the witn ess: “We co u ld 
hav e ju d gmen ts issu ed , if we 
wan ted to , witho u t ev er n o tify in g 
the d efen d an t that he was bein g 
su ed .” 
Bu t there’s wo rse. On e witn ess 
rep o rted a d ebto r bein g to ld he 
wo u ld fin d himself flo atin g in a 
riv er if he d id n ’t p ay u p . A lad y was 
o ffered a p air o f cemen t sho es. 
We are n o t talk in g here o f the 
Mafia. Bu t o f firms emp lo y ed by 
legitimate bu sin essmen an d in ­ 
stitu tio n s, so me o f who m mak e 
little o r n o effo rt to d etermin e the 
metho d s u sed by the co llectio n 
agen cies they emp lo y . It mu st be 
said man y co llectio n firms are 
ho n est 
an d 
fair, 
an d 
mo st 
bu sin esses d o n o t emp lo y the ty p e 
o f co llecto rs men tio n ed . It mu st also 
be said that so me resp ected firms 
are in v o lv ed . 
The Ban k in g an d Cu rren cy 
Co mmittee is gettin g read y to 
write a n ew law. Bu t the weight o f 
testimo n y this rep o rter has stu d ied 
in d icates that ev en in states with 
go o d laws, harassmen t may be 
eq u al to that in states with n o 
laws o n co llectio n s. 
The p lain an d simp le fact is 
that as n o ted abo v e, in mo st in ­ 
stan ces laws o n the bo o k s are n o t 
en fo rced . So the fed eral law, ho w­ 
ev er well written , will be n o 
p an acea.

Teens between 
law and peers 


By TOM TIEDE 
WASHINGTON (NEA)— It is 
p o p u larly k n o wn that teen -agers 
co mmit almo st half o f all serio u s 
crimes in America. What is less 
well established is that the y o u n g 
p eo p le also are the mo st v ictimized 
segmen t o f so ciety . 
Acco rd in g to fed eral su rv ey s 
mo re crimin al acts are v isited o n 
males 16 to 19 y ears o ld than an y 
o ther gro u p , an d bo y s aged 12 to 15 
are seco n d . On e ex amp le will d riv e 
it ho me: each y ear 2 o f ev ery 10 
p eo p le aged 12 to 15 su ffer fro m 
k n o wn larcen y o ffen ses; this is 
twice the rate o f tho se 25 to 3 4. 
Un d o u bted ly the y o u ths are tar­ 
gets becau se they are easy . They 
are n o t p hy sical p u sho v ers, n eces­ 
sarily , bu t as a catego ry they are 
less su sp icio u s, less resp o n sible 
an d less carefu l than o ld er citizen s. 
Hen ce the v u ln erability o f the u n ­ 
su sp ectin g; “I to o k the rid e,” a sa­ 
v agely rap ed hitchhik er to ld Lo s 
An geles p o lice recen tly , “becau se 
to tell the tru th he seemed lik e a 
real n ice gu y .” 
Besid es their in ex p erien ce, 
y o u n g p eo p le are o ften simp ly n o t 
emo tio n ally eq u ip p ed to co mp ete 
with the crimin als. A recen t su rv ey 
o f 800 stu d en ts in eight high scho o ls 
in DeKalb Co u n ty , Ga., in d icates 
that fewer than half who hav e been 
v ictimized in recen t y ears hav e re­ 
p o rted the crimes. Why ? A d istru st 
o f p o lice, a sen se o f ho p elessn ess, 
an d , p erhap s mo st imp o rtan tly , a 
relu ctan ce to get a p eer in tro u ble. 
It may also be that k id s simp ly 
react d ifferen tly than ad u lts to 
crime. There is the ro man ce o f it, 
fo r in stan ce, the Bo b Dy lan ty p e 
sen timen t that “o n ly the ho n est 
can liv e o u tsid e the law.” 
Bu t the DeKalb su rv ey also su g­ 
gests that k id s are n o t hap p y bein g 
p atsies, ev en fo r ro man ce. Their 
p erso n al attitu d e again st ho o ligan ­ 
ism is that they ’d rather go to jail 
than co mmit a crime, Dy lan to the 
co n trary , an d 85 p er cen t go so far 
as to su ggest that crime resistan ce 
beco me a regu lar p art o f their 
gro win g u p ed u catio n . So it is that 
the k id s o f DeKalb Co u n ty are be­ 
in g so licited to p articip ate in an 
FBI-lo cal p o lice p ro gram to , in ef­ 
fect, sav e themselv es. 
The p ro ject, p art o f the FBI’s 
n atio n al effo rt to en co u rage p eo p le 
to fight crime p erso n ally , has so me 
bo rro wed elemen ts. Sin ce mo re 
than $100,000 wo rth o f bicy cles is 
sto len an n u ally in DeKalb Co u n ty , 
an d sin ce p ro p er id en tificatio n is 
n ecessary fo r reco v ery , co p s an d 
k id s n o w co o p erate in ap p ly in g an d 


registerin g serial n u mbers. To o , 
the co u n ty has begu n to set u p a 
cen tral registry to id en tify child 
abu se v ictims (10 p er cen t o f all 
y o u n g v ictims in DeKalb); the lat­ 
ter id ea is to p rev en t in stan ces 
where a child is bro u ght to the at­ 
ten tio n o f a ho sp ital bu t n o t to law 
en fo rcemen t au tho rities. 


A mo re n o v el p art o f the DeKalb 
effo rt is the Black Paren t Pro ­ 
gram. Becau se man y k id s agree 
with Alfred Hitchco ck ’s attitu d e 
to ward co p s (“I’m n o t again st 
them, I’m ju st afraid o f them.”, 
man y will n o t go to the p o lice when 
in tro u ble. Thu s mo re than 400 p ar­ 
en ts hav e been established as su r­ 
ro gate co p s thro u gho u t the co u n ty . 
The p aren ts id en tify their ho mes 
with win d o w sign s, an d k id s in a 
jam are u rged to v isit. The ho mes 
are co n n ected by the telep ho n e n et­ 
wo rk , so p o lice rein fo rcemen t an d 
co o p erativ e effo rts can be assu red . 
Perhap s the mo st in n o v ativ e 
p o rtio n o f DeKalb’s sav e the chil­ 
d ren p ro ject is u n d er way at Sham­ 
ro ck High Scho o l, where 35 stu ­ 
d en ts are en ro lled in a crime re­ 
sistan ce class as p art o f their regu ­ 
lar cu rricu lu m. Ho w d o es o n e 
av o id bein g rip p ed o ff? Perhap s in 
p art the same way o n e learn s to 
d o d ge erro rs in grammar. At least 
it can ’t hu rt a child to learn , say , 
that mo st crimes gain st k id s tak e 
p lace between 4 an d 6 p .m. (in De­ 
Kalb Co u n ty ) an d mo st o ccu r o n 
Frid ay after scho o l. Ed u catio n is a 
d efen siv e as well as o ffen siv e 
weap o n . 
'Hiere are, to be su re, so me bar­ 
riers to the id ea o f teen -agers be­ 
co min g a crime-fightin g legio n . 
On e is that, fo r their o wn reaso n s, 
k id s d o n o t wan t to be bran d ed as 
child co p s. A DeKalb attemp t to ar­ 
ran ge stu d en t p atro ls o f high 
scho o l p ark in g lo ts is therefo re 
meetin g resistan ce. The sn itch 
av ersio n ru n s d eep , say s DeKalb 
p o lice o fficer Hu gh Ho ward , “an d 
we can ’t fo rce them to chan ge.” 


Yet we can p ro v id e them with 
the o p p o rtu n ity to wo rk o u t so lu ­ 
tio n s, where p o ssible. Ed u catio n , 
co o p eratio n , en co u ragemen t. The 
DeKalb effo rt, o r so methin g simi­ 
lar, can easily be rep eated in ev ery 
co u n ty in the co u n try , an d sho u ld 
be. No k id wan ts his lu n ch mo n ey 
ro bbed , p articu larly if he u n d er­ 
stan d s that to mo rro w it may be his 
p ay check .

Bu t his co alitio n began to break 
ap art early this y ear, p ro mp tin g 
him to call an electio n in the mis­ 
tak en belief that in sp ite o f the p ro ­ 
fu sio n o f p o litical p arties—39 co m­ 
p eted in the electio n —he wo u ld be 
retu rn ed to o ffice at the head o f a 
mu ch stro n ger co alitio n . 
The chief ben eficiary o f the 
swin g to the right was the Demo ­ 
cratic p arty led by Ku k rit’s eld er 
bro ther an d p o litical riv al, Sen i 
Pramo j. The Demo cratic p arty , 
which was also the largest in the 
last electio n with 72 seats, wo n 114 
seats this time, in clu d in g all 28 in 
Ban gk o k . There is n o easy ex p la­ 
n atio n fo r its p o p u larity . It co u ld lie 
in the fact that as Thailan d ’s o ld est 
p o litical p arty —it was fo rmed 
n early 30 y ears ago —it rep resen ts 
d ep en d ability at a time o f u n cer­ 
tain ty an d co n fu sio n . 


Thailan d has sho wn , thro u gh its 
electio n , that it is almo st the o n ly 
d emo cracy left o n the Asian main ­ 
lan d . That is o n e u p fo r it. Bu t, n at­ 
u rally , it still has p ro blems. An o b­ 
v io u s o n e is Sen i’s age (he is in his 
70s) an d health. 


On e o f Sen i’s electio n p led ges 
was to red u ce go v ern men t sp en d ­ 
in g. An o ther was to can cel the free 
bu s rid es that the Ku k rit go v ern ­ 
men t gran ted to lo w-p aid wo rk ers. 
He has also said he will reco n sid er 
Ku k rit’s d ev elo p men t scheme u n ­ 
d er which millio n s o f p o u n d s were 
p o u red in to ru ral co u n cils in what 
tu rn ed o u t to be an in efficien t at­ 
temp t to red istribu te wealth in fa­ 
v o r o f the co u n try sid e.

There are sev eral way s to 
start new p lants fro m o lder 
o nes. 
C u tting 
slip s 
fro m 
healthy , established p lants and 
p u tting them in w ater o r v er- 
m icu lite is the mo st p o p u lar. 
When ro o ting slip s in w ater 
try to u se sm all bo ttles that are 
m ade o f dark glass. Old p ill 
bo ttles are ideal. 
S p id er p lants (C hro lo p hy - 
thu m ) can be p ro p agated in two 
easy way s. Div ide o v ergro wn 
sp ider p lants in the sp ringtim e 
and rep o t into slightly sm aller 
p o ts. Be carefu l no t to rip the 
ro o ts when div iding them. It 
may help to wash so me o f the 
dirt o ff the ro o t ball with lu ke­ 
warm w ater. 
The beau tifu l fleshy ro o ts 
that the sp ider sends o u t at the 
end o f its 
ru nners are all 


p o tential p lants. Simp ly p lace 
any o f the p lantlets at the end o f 
a ru nner back into the p o t o f the 
m ain p lant witho u t breaking 
the co nnecting ru nner. Secu re 
the p lantlet gently with a hair 
p in and within a sho rt p erio d o f 
tim e (check fo r ro o t gro wth in 
10 day s) a new p lant will start. 
Try to cho o se the p lantlets 
that hav e v isible no des o n the 
bo tto m . T hese will q u ickly 


change into ro o ts while the 
p lantlet 
is 
still 
receiv ing 
no u rishment fro m the m o ther 
p lant. Once the ro o ts start, it’s 
best to rep lant the new sp ider 
into a 
sm aller 
p o t 
p ro p o r­ 
tio nately to its size. Otherwise 
the new p lant will sho w a lo t o f 
ro o t activ ity rather than leaf 
gro wth, since the p o t will be to o 
big fo r it.

Or were worried about their 
children. 
Since my special field was 
applied psychology, such as 
child psychology, advertising, 
sales psychology, etc., I also 
addressed many conventions of 
advertisers and salesmen. 
For I had also spent five 
yéars in actual selling (includ­ 
ing two years as a door-to-door 
and encyclopedia salesman). 
In those days, very little 
, practical psychology appeared 
in newspapers. 
So I felt it was unfair that 
; people were debarred from 
' helpful strategy in getting 
, along harmoniously with their 
asocia tes unless they went to 
college and took the courses in 
our psychology department. 
1 , .‘ .‘ Why not carry psychology to 
tire average fam ily?” I decid­ 
ed. 
And I realized that the news­ 
paper was the most influential 
educator of the average Ameri­ 
can. 
So I charted this diversified 
series of actual cases to cover 
child rearing, love and mar­ 
riage, personality develop­ 
ment, psychosomatic medicine 
and vocational psychology (ad­ 
vertising, public speaking, per­ 
sonnel, etc.). 
Those are the five major 
fields of human interest, so by 
“ a prior” reasoning, you would 
guess this column should rate 


first in readership. 
But to add more authority to 
my Ph.D. degree in psychology, 
I gave up my full teaching

Sheriff's water 
patrol on guard 


Sheriff Raymond Nehring wishes to assure boaters 
that his water safety patrol is not on the river to harass 
them, but to help them and to make boating safer and 
more pleasurable for all. 
He does say, however, that failure to comply with the 
boating laws or careless operation of watercraft will re­ 
sult in arrests and fines. 
He suggests that all boaters make themselves fam i­ 
liar with the boating Rules Of The Road—“use common 
sense and common courtesy in the operation of your 
craft—do not stand, sit on gunwales or back of seats when 
underway—obey signs and buoy m arkers in restricted 
areas. If you are not sure about a regulation or if you have 
a question or are broken down and need help—hail the pa­ 
trol boat—they will be glad to help you. ’ ’ 
The following regulations apply to boating: 
—All motorboats must be registered including sail­ 
boats over 12 feet. 
—All boat operators must have the registration card 
for the boat, on their person or in the craft. 
—Registration numbers and expiration decal must be 
properly displayed on bow of boat. 
—All boats 16 feet or more must have Coast Guard ap­ 
proved personal flotation devices (vest, jacket, preserv­ 
er) for each person aboard, plus one throwable device 
(cushion, ring buoy). Under 16 feet it is OK to use any 
Coast Guard approved device. 
—All motorboats must have aboard one Coast Guard 
approved fire extinghisher and a horn, whistle or other 
sound device, except bells, audible for at least half a mile. 
—Every vessel shall carry and display when under 
way between the hours of sunrise and sunset such lights as 
shall be required by the Coast Guard for watercraft of 
equivalent length and type. 
—Batteries must be secured and shielded to prevent 
accidental shorting. 
—Boats purchased after Jan . 1, 1968 must have a f­ 
fixed permanently, a manufacturer’s capacity plate. 
—It is unlawful to water-ski from the period of one- 
half hour after sunset to one-half hour before sunrise. 
—When towing a person on water skis, aquaplane or 
sim ilar device, a competent observer must be in the boat 
besides the operator. 
—Persons under 12 years of age may not operate 
boats with motors of 10 hp or more, even with adult super­ 
vision. Children under 12 years may operate boats under 
10 hp if accompanied by a person at least 18 years of age. 
—No person shall operate any vessel or manipulate 
any water-skis in such a manner as to be grossly indiffer­ 
ent to the person or property of another person or in such a 
manner as to endanger the life or limb or dam age the 
property of another person.

Illinois focus . . . 
Public aid wants larger 
skiff to police welfare 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Illinois welfare officials say 
taxpayers will get a better than 
four-to-one return on their in­ 
vestment if the state Depart­ 
ment of Public Aid is allowed 
to boost its staff level by 11 per 
cent next fiscal year. 
But a former state public aid 
director says the department 
should have to prove it’s al­ 
ready making best use of the 
people it’s got, and might bet­ 
ter spend any added money on 
training them. 
The request for new employ­ 
es is also likely to be chal­ 
lenged in the General Assem­ 
bly, where lawmakers are al­ 
ready having trouble swallow­ 
ing the department’s bid for an 
extra $145 .6 million for welfare 
bills in May and June. 
Some legislators have sug­ 
gested the department is mis­ 
managed 
and 
that 
under­ 
estimation of the state’s wel­ 
fare needs demonstrates this. 
And they may be hard- 
pressed to explain why they 
voted to hire new welfare case­ 
workers when their home-town 
schools are laying off teachers 
or cutting programs because 
they got less money than ex­ 
pected from the state. 
Department officials say they 
are currently authorized to 
have 9,900 employes, but that 
they want authority to hire an 
additional 1,091 workers be­ 
tween July 1 and June 30, 1977. 
The annual cost of salaries, 
retirement and fringe benefits 
and backup equipment for the 
new workers is estimated at 
$8 .6 million. 
But the officials say the state 
could save $38 .1 million — $4.43 
for each dollar spent — by hir­ 
ing the new employes, a major­ 
ity who would be given jobs 
which deal with recipients on a 
day-to-day basis. 
“That’s a lot of employes,” 
said Joel Edelman, former di­ 
rector of the department who 
now works with the Legislative 
Advisory Commission on Public 
Aid. 
“I don’t see how they can ab­ 
sorb such an increase in a 12- 
month period and productively 
utilize the new employes’ serv­ 
ices. The department will have 
to prove their claim of a four- 
to-one return,” he said. 
Ike Ryan, deputy director of 
finance for the DPA, detailed 
the proposed spending and sav­ 
ings this way:

He said federal studies of 
AFDC ineligibility have shown 
that nearly half is due to staff 
error. Thus a case could be 
made that money would be bet­ 
ter spent training the staff that 
is already on board rather than 
hiring new persons, he said. 
Edelman said a change in the 
department’s grant system in 
1973 was designed to simplify 
the caseworker’s job. 
A system containing a varie­ 
ty of special aid categories was 
replaced with a flat-grant sys­ 
tem in which the only variables 
were the size of a family and 
the area of the state the 
recipient lived in, he said.. 
“We figured that change cut 
the caseworkers’s workload by 
20 to 25 per cent,” Edelman 
said. “ If the department is 
talking about adding casewor­ 
kers, they are going to have to 
come up with figures to show 
they are getting maximum pro­ 
ductivity out of the workers 
they have got.” 
He said the legislature may 
be more receptive to proposals 
to exert closer control over 
payments to medical providers, 
an area in which DPA director 
James Trainor has said may 
involve “tens of millions of dol­ 
lars of fraud” each year. Oth­ 
ers have estimated medical 
fraud at much higher levels. 
Medical payments constitute 
$912 million of the .994 billion 
DPA 
budget proposal for fiscal 1977. 


Second Anniversary Elections 
Portugal is scheduled Sunday to hold its first free 
elections for a legislative assembly in half a century. 
Election Day falls on the second anniversary of the 
military coup that ended the right-wing dictatorship 
of Premier Marcello Caetano.

The Northwest Illinois Crimi­ 
nal Justice Commission was 
notified by David Fogel, execu­ 
tive director of the Illinois Law 
Enforcement 
Commission 
(ILEC) of the new procedures 
regulating the right of individu­ 
als to see and correct their 
criminal history records. 
Fogel said that the proce­ 
dures, which are mandated by 
federal law, were developed for 
Illinois by the Department of 
Law Enforcement’s Bureau of 
Identification (B of I) and in­ 
corporated into ILEC’s Crimi­ 
nal History Record Information 
Plan which was submitted re­ 
cently to the U.S. Department 
of Justice. 
According to the guidelines 
for the new procedures, any in­ 
dividual who has a criminal 
record may review a copy of 
that record and challenge inac- 


curate information. If the chal­ 
lenge is found to be justified, 
the B of I (which is the central 
repository for criminal history 
record information in the state) 
and local law enforcement 
agencies must make the neces­ 
sary changes on the official 
record. Other agencies which 
have received the incorrect in­ 
formation will be notified of the 
necessary corrections. 
“The unique aspect of this 
system is that it benefits both 
the law enforcement agencies 
and the people of Illinois,” Fo­ 
gel said. “Requests for review 
will be a continuous mechanism 
for agencies to check and up­ 
date their records. This will 
make their operations more ac­ 
curate and efficient.” 
He continued, “On the other 
hand, individuals can make 
sure that all the criminal his­ 


tory information on file about 
them is correct and complete. 
Incorrect information could be 
very damaging. It could mean, 
among other things, loss or de­ 
nial of a job. The errors which 
cause these kinds of problems 
are avoidable now.”

(seeds, skin and all) is fat. This 
means that over 300 of the total 
370 calories in the avocado are 
fat. I believe it’s fair to say then 
that you should consider that an 
avocado is mostly a fat food 
since 85 per cent of its calories 
are fat. About 20 per cent of the 
fat in the avocado is saturated 
fat. The avocado association is 
correct in saying that it con­ 
tains no cholesterol— no plant 
foods do. Cholesterol is strictly 
an animal product. 
The primary concern then 
about the use of avocados in the 


diet is their high fat content and 
the amount of saturated fat 
they contain. The Inter-Society 
Commission For Heart Disease 
Resources recommends limit­ 
ing your total fat intake in the 
diet to no more than 35 per cent 
of your total calories. That 
means you can’t eat very many 
avocados if you eat any other 
foods that contain any moder­ 
ate amount of fat. The Commis­ 
sion also recommends that you 
limit your saturated fat intake 
to 10 per cent of your total calo­ 
ries.
